In  this  issue 
of  Perspectives,  we  focus  on  two  alumni  members  of  the  judiciary  who  took 
unexpected  paths  to  sit  behind  the  bench:  Hon.  Kathleen  McNamara  '88  and 
Hon.  Mark  Powers  '84.

In  our  Alumni  Profile,  Gineen  Bresso  '99,  Commissioner  for  the  U.S.  Election  Assis- 
tance Commission  (EAC),  provides  insight  into  how  the  Commission  oversees  this 
important  aspect  of  our  democratic  process,  particularly  as  we  approach  another 
volatile  presidential  election  period. 

Using  our  legal  educations  to  give  back  through  service  to  our  communities  is 
something  we  hold  very  highly  at  Western  New  England.  As  we  transitioned  to  a 
University  this  July  1,  the  School  of  Law  continues  to  work  closely  with  the  four 
Colleges  of  the  institution  and  the  community  at  large.  At  Convocation  this  August, 
I  was  pleased  to  announce  that  we  have  made  pro  bono  service  a  requirement 
for  graduation.  In  support  of  our  students,  our  faculty  members  have  also  made 
20  hours  of  pro  bono  service  a  requirement  of  themselves. 

I  hope  that  this  formal  commitment  inspires  our  alumni  to  consider  how  you,  too, 
can  find  ways  to  "Do  good  as  you  do  well."

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University  Trustee  Barbara  A.  Lenk  Appointed 
to  the  Massachusetts  Supreme  JuiHciai  Court 


Western  New  England  University  Trustee  Barbara  A.  lenk  was  approved  to  serve  on  Massactiusetts' 
highest  court  by  the  Governor's  Council  in  May  2011.  The  news  was  cheered  on  the  Western  New 
England  campus,  where  Lenk  has  served  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  past  15  years. 


"The  preeminent  qualities  for  service  as  a  judi- 
cial officer  are  intellect,  integrity,  work  ethic, 
judgment,  competence,  and  a  commitment  to 
sensibly  and  impartially  to  establish  and  inter- 
pret policies.  These  attributes  so  aptly  describe 
Dr.  Lenk,"  says  Western  New  England  Univer- 
sity President  Anthony  S.  Caprio,  who  was 
among  those  who  testified  on  behalf  of  Lenk 
before  the  Governor's  Council  on  April  27.  "She 
is  an  ideal  Board  member,  and  I  am  so  proud  of 
her  for  having  achieved  this  appointment  to  the 
Massachusetts  Supreme  Judicial  Court  which 
she  so  richly  deserves." 

Massachusetts  Governor  Deval  Patrick 
nominated  Lenk  back  on  April  4  to  fill  the 
vacancy  created  by  the  retirement  of  Justice 
Judith  A.  Cowin.  A  specialist  in  civil  litigation 
and  First  Amendment  issues,  Lenk  was  a  part- 


ner at  Brown  Rudnick  Freed  and  Gesmer 
before  she  was  appointed  to  the  Superior 
Court  in  1993  by  Governor  William  F  Weld.  In 
1995,  Weld  elevated  her  to  the  appellate  court. 

Justice  Lenk  has  been  involved  in  a  number 
of  bar-related  and  other  civic  activities.  She  has 
served  on  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Volun- 
teer Lawyers  Project  of  the  Boston  Bar  Associa- 
tion; as  Chair  of  the  Board  of  Editors  of  the 
Boston  Bar  Journal;  and  as  a  member  of  the 
Judicial  Administration  Council  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Bar  Association.  She  currently  serves 
as  a  Trustee  of  Western  New  England  University 
and  as  a  member  of  the  Boston  Inn  of  Court. 

The  School  of  Law  is  honored  to  announce 
that  Justice  Lenk  will  serve  as  the  Law  Com- 
mencement Speaker  on  May  19,  2012.

They 
are  also  the  skills  that 
make  up  the  foundation 
of  the  legal  education 
at  Western  New  England 
University.  The  School 
of  Law  has  placed  nearly 
130  of  its  distinguished 
alumni  on  the  bench. 
These  alumni  epitomize 
the  dedication  to  service 
and  justice  the  School  of 
Law  instills  in  all  of  our 
students.  Read  how  two 
of  our  alumni  judges  are 
working  to  ensure  that 
justice  is  served  for  all 
in  their  communities. 


Honorable  Kathleen  McNamara  '88 

For  more  than  30  years,  Kathleen  McNamara 
'88  dedicated  her  professional  life  to  getting 
criminals  off  the  streets  of  Connecticut's  cities 
and  towns.  First  as  an  officer  in  the  East 
Hartford  Police  Department,  and  then  as  a 
prosecutor  for  the  State's  Attorney's  Office, 
she  knows  the  ins  and  outs  of  the  criminal 
justice  system.  She  spent  2 1  years  behind  the 
prosecutor's  table,  arguing  before  judges  on 
the  state's  behalf.  Now  she  sits  on  the  other 
side  of  the  bench.  Appointed  to  the  Superior 
Court  in  Menden  in  May  2010,  the  Honor- 
able Kathleen  McNamara  hears  everything 
from  misdemeanors  and  some  felony  cases 
to  civil  matters  and  foreclosure  orders. 

"What  I  have  learned  so  far  is  you  have  to 
be  patient,  you  have  to  listen  to  everything, 
you  can't  rush  to  judgment,  and  then  you 
have  to  make  a  decision,"  said  Judge  McNa- 
mara recalling  her  first  year  on  the  bench.  "It 
is  actually  a  very  difficult  job.  Before,  I  was  a 
prosecutor  and  I'd  just  bring  a  case  to  court 
and  advocate  for  the  state,  but  now  I  have  to 
weigh  both  sides  and  make  a  decision  based 
on  the  law." 

From  Police  Officer  to  Officer  of  tlie  Court 

Her  position  on  the  Supenor  Court  is  the 
culmination  of  a  career  m  public  service. 
After  completing  college  at  Northeastern 
University,  Judge  McNamara  joined  the 
"family  business,"  following  in  the  footsteps 
of  her  father  by  becoming  a  member  of  the 
East  Hartford  Police  Department  (her  father 
retired  from  the  EHPD  as  a  Captain  and  her 
brother  was  a  Connecticut  State  Trooper). 
For  1 1  years,  she  worked  the  graveyard 
shift,  attaining  the  rank  of  Street  Sergeant. 
For  her  final  four  years  on  the  force,  Judge 
McNamara  commuted  up  1-91  several  nights 
a  week  before  her  shift  to  attend  the  "West- 
ern New  England  evening  program. 

"1  didn't  have  a  day  off  for  four  years," 
Judge  McNamara  remembered.  "On  my  days 
off  from  the  EHPD  I  had  to  go  to  school  and 
if  I  was  not  in  school,  1  was  studying.  So  I 
pretty  much  survived  on  four  hours  of  sleep 
a  night  for  four  years." 

"While  today  she  jokes  that  if  she  had 
stayed  on  the  force  she  would  be  retired  by 


now,  her  choice  to  pursue  a  law  degree  came 
from  her  experiences  as  a  police  officer.  "I 
kept  seeing  these  lawyers  coming  in  and 
making  bond  for  all  these  guys  that  were 
getting  out  of  the  lockup  that  we  had  good 
cases  on  and  1  said  to  myself,  'I  don"t  really 
want  to  see  that  happen.'" 

"When  she  matriculated  into  the  School 
of  Law,  Judge  McNamara  knew  she  wanted 
her  career  path  to  travel  to  the  prosecutor's 
office.  Her  professional  experience  helped 
her  excel  at  courses  like  criminal  law  and 
procedure,  but  civil  law  concepts  were 
something  new.  "I  had  no  experience  in 
things  like  civil  procedure  and  torts.  That 
was  a  different  world  for  me." 

Once  she  graduated  from  law  school. 
Judge  McNamara  landed  a  position  in  the 
Connecticut  State's  Attorney's  Office,  an 
office  in  which  she  stayed  for  more  than 
two  decades.  "Working  her  way  up  through 
the  ranks.  Judge  McNamara  prosecuted 
some  of  the  most  serious  crimes  in  the 
state,  including  seven  murder  cases. 

"The  victims'  families  really  stand  out  in 
my  mind,"  she  said.  "No  matter  what  the 
circumstance,  they  still  lost  that  loved  one. 
You  view  the  facts  as  evidence,  but  when 
you  see  the  families  that  is  the  part  that 
sticks  with  you.  But  as  a  prosecutor,  you 
can't  afford  to  get  too  emotionally  involved 
because  I  would  lose  sight  of  where  I  was 
going  with  the  case." 

She  was  one  of  several  former  cops  who 
transitioned  to  the  State  Attorney's  Office  and 
she  was  able  to  draw  on  her  police  experi- 
ence to  make  her  prosecutions  more  effective. 
"If  I  read  a  police  report  that  didn't  make 
sense  to  me  I  wasn't  afraid  to  ask  the  officers, 
'"What's  going  on?  This  doesn't  make  sense  to 
me,'  and  I  would  be  pretty  blunt  about  it." 

Even  though  a  seat  on  the  bench  was  not 
a  goal  when  she  started  law  school,  about 
four  years  ago,  she  began  to  look  into  a 
career  change,  partly  thanks  to  encourage- 
ment from  opposing  attorneys  who  thought 
she  would  make  a  good  judge.  The  arduous 
process,  which  includes  an  extensive  applica- 
tion and  interview  with  the  judicial  selection 
committee,  is  both  comprehensive  and  time 
consuming.  Once  the  committee  approved 
her  application,  her  name  was  submitted  to 
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the  governor  and  state  legislature  to  be 
put  on  a  list  for  consideration  when  an 
opening  occurred.  When  the  opportunity 
arrived,  the  Connecticut  State  Senate 
trommated  Judge  McNamara  and  she 
inter\'iewed  with  the  governor  and  legisla- 
tive judiciary  committee  before  finally 
being  approved.  Her  appointment  is  for 
eight  years  and  can  be  renewed  for  addi- 
tional terms  until  the  mandatory  retire- 
ment age  of  70. 

Today,  as  she  did  as  a  prosecutor. 
Judge  McNamara  still  relies  on  many  of 
the  important  lessons  that  she  learned 
at  Western  New  England.  "As  a  police 
officer,  I  was  used  to  responding  to  bar 
fights  and  then  1  had  to  transition  to  the 
decorum  of  a  courtroom.  I  had  to  be 
well  versed  m  the  law  and  Western  New 
England  really  taught  me  that,  especially 
the  moot  court.  As  much  as  everyone 
dreads  it,  it  helped  me  immensely  It 
taught  me  how  to  argue  and  that's  what 
solidified  in  my  mind  that  I  wanted  to 
do  litigation  work. 

"Additionally  when  you  become  a 
lawyer  you  never  stop  researching  because 
the  law  is  always  evolving  and  Western 
New  England  taught  me  how  to  think, 
analyze,  check,  recheck,  and  reason." 

Honorable  Mark  Powers  '84 

While  Judge  McNamara  is  new  to  the 
bench,  the  Honorable  Mark  Powers  '84  is 
a  10-year  judicial  veteran.  Elected  in  2001 
to  a  10-year  term  as  a  Schenectady  (NY) 
County  Family  Court  Judge,  he  handles 
a  vanety  of  cases  involving  custody,  visita- 
tion, child  abuse  and  neglect,  juvenile 
delinquency,  adoptions,  persons  in  need 
of  supervision,  and  matrimonial  matters 
including  divorce.  "I  think  you  have  to 
have  a  special  kind  of  temperament  in 
this  kind  of  work,"  he  explained.  "You 
have  to  be  firm  of  course,  you  have  to 
offer  direction,  but  you  also  have  to  be 
somewhat  understanding. 

"People  only  end  up  m  family  court  in 
times  of  dire  need,"  he  continued.  "We  do 
a  lot  of  crisis  intervention.  By  the  time  a 
matter  comes  to  my  court  the  parties  are 
already  experiencing  distress.  There  is  a 
short  period  from  the  filing  to  the  first 
appearance  date.  On  that  first  appearance 
date  I  generally  try  to  fashion  some  kind 
of  temporary  order  to  provide  some  mea- 
sure of  relief  to  the  parties." 


In  addition  to  his  responsibilities  in 
the  Family  Court,  Judge  Powers  holds  the 
designauon  as  a  full-time  Acting  Supreme 
Court  Justice,  a  position  the  Chief  Admin- 
istrative Judge  appointed  him  to  seven 
years  ago.  Based  on  his  availability  Judge 
Powers  is  authorized  to  hear  general  mat- 
ters before  the  Supreme  Court,  including 
overseeing  jury  trials. 

A  good  portion  of  Judge  Powers' 
docket  is  filled  with  matrimonial  matters. 
In  the  state  of  New  York,  the  Supreme 
Court  is  the  only  body  that  can  deter- 
mine the  dissolution  of  a  marriage.  "I 
have  handled  20%  of  the  matrimonial 
calendar." 

Elected  By  the  People,  For  the  People 

While  states  like  Massachusetts  and 
Connecticut  utilize  an  appointment 
process  where  the  executive  and  legisla- 
tive branches  of  government  select  nomi- 
nees for  judgeships.  New  York  is  in  the 
majority  of  states  that  choose  judges  via 
election.  In  his  first  election  attempt  in 
2001,  Judge  Powers  ran  against  an 
incumbent  who  was  appointed  by  the 
governor  to  fill  an  open  seat.  He  won  by 
less  than  1,000  votes,  in  what  he  deems 
an  upset,  mostly  thanks  to  the  support  of 
independent  voters.  "At  the  time  that  I 
ran  it  was  perhaps  the  costliest  race  for 
county-wide  office  up  to  that  point,  at 
least  the  local  newspaper  had  reported  it 
as  such,"  Judge  Powers  recalls.  "I  had 
expended  about  $60,000,  my  opponent 
had  expended  about  $160,000." 

It  was  Judge  Powers'  first  run  for 
elected  office  and  it  was  an  eye-opening 
experience  for  him,  especially  witnessing 
firsthand  the  monetary  resources  needed 
to  be  competitive.  But  unlike  the  antago- 
nistic election  cycles  that  have  plagued 
the  national  landscape  in  recent  years,  a 
judicial  election  is  governed  by  many 
more  restrictions.  "As  a  judge  we  are  lim- 
ited on  what  we  can  comment  on,"  he 
said.  "We  run  instead  based  on  our  quali- 
fications and  experience.  There  is  a  fairly 
strict  judicial  ethics  guide."  Additionally, 
judiciary  candidates  are  prohibited  from 
knowing  who  contributed  to  their  cam- 
paign and  the  amounts  given. 

While  he  agrees  that  there  is  value  in 
both  the  appointment  and  election  sys- 
tem. Judge  Powers  prefers  the  election 
system,  even  with  the  detriment  of  the 
need  to  fundraise.  "I  think  with  the 


election  process  you  perhaps  have  a 
wider  selection  basis,"  he  said.  "Due  to 
its  nature,  the  appointment  process 
excludes  many  qualified  individuals." 

And  there  are  few  more  qualified  for 
this  position  than  Judge  Powers.  Prior  to 
running  for  his  current  position,  he 
operated  a  general  practice  for  17  years. 
In  that  time,  he  handled  mainly  family 
law  matters  with  some  criminal  cases 
mixed  in.  Like  Judge  McNamara,  Judge 
Powers  never  imagined  he  would  one 
day  be  referred  to  as  "Your  Honor." 

"I  really  enjoy  the  privilege  of  serving 
but  it  is  not  something  you  can  plan  to 
do,"  Judge  Powers  explained.  "My  only 
goal  after  law  school  was  to  be  a  compe- 
tent practitioner  who  was  respected  by 
others.  Luckily  for  me,  an  opportunity 
arose  for  me  to  serve." 

In  his  time  on  the  bench.  Judge  Powers 
has  learned  many  of  the  keys  to  being  a 
good  judge.  "A  judge  needs  to  know  evi- 
dence well  and  have  a  good  tempera- 
ment," he  said.  "A  judge  also  needs  to 
understand  that  your  function  is  to  help 
the  attorneys  before  you  to  reach  a  resolu- 
tion. So  you  try  to  be  accommodating  and 
you  want  to  try  to  be  constructive  as 
opposed  to  critical." 

His  even  keel  and  mellow  tempera- 
ment were  qualities  present  m  his  days 
as  a  practicing  attorney  and  were  formed 
during  his  law  school  career.  As  a  part- 
time  student.  Judge  Powers  worked  in 
the  restaurant  business  and  carpooled 
from  the  Capital  District  area  with  sev- 
eral other  students.  "I  considered  those 
rides  therapeutic,"  he  fondly  recalled.  "It 
would  give  us  a  chance  to  discuss  what 
was  going  on  in  our  classes." 

In  2009,  he  completed  an  LL.M. 
summa  cum  laude  from  Albany  Law 
School.  He  credits  much  of  his  success  in 
that  program  to  his  days  at  the  Blake  Law 
Center.  "The  course  of  study  I  had  a 
Western  New  England  was  excellent.  I 
thought  my  education  at  Western  New 
England  and  my  expenence  were  excel- 
lent preparation  for  the  LL.M.  program." 

This  fall  he  seeks  reelection  to  the 
Schenectady  County  Family  Court.  He  is 
unopposed.  Judge  Powers  also  recently 
published  an  article  in  the  New  York  Law 
journal  entided  "Matter  of  Afton  C:  Due 
Process  and  Imminent  Danger  in  Child 
Neglect  Proceedings."  ♦

Law  Commencement  Calk 
Graduates  to  Lead 

The  Law  Commencement  was  held  on  May  21, 2011,  at  Springfield's 
Symphony  Hall.  Family  and  friends  gathered  to  see  148  students 
receive  their  J.D.  degrees  and  34  receive  their  LL.M.  degrees. 


In  his  remarks  to  law  graduates,  School  of 
Law  Dean  Art  Gaudio  stated  that  he  had 
one  final  request  of  the  Class  of  2011- 
"leadership."  He  shared  with  the  audience 
that  the  faculty  had  not  only  recently 
voted  to  make  pro  bono  legal  service  a 
requirement  for  graduation,  but  also  a 
requirement  of  the  faculty. 

He  told  the  graduates,  "A  truly  great 
attorney  is  not  only  a  leader  within  the  legal 
system,  but  is  also  a  leader  among  the  peo- 
ple and  within  the  government  it  serves... 
Use  your  leadership  to  nurture  and  improve 
our  profession  and  our  society." 

Student  speaker  Julie  McKenna's 
advice  to  her  fellow  graduates  was  to 
embrace  all  the  'layers'  that  make  each  of 
them  unique.  "We  are  entering  a 
profession  where  it  is  incredibly  easy 
to  let  one  layer-being  an  attorney- 
become  the  biggest  layer,  and  therefore 
the  biggest  part  of  who  we  are.  But  it  is 
important  to  remember  that  without 
the  other  layers-that  family  layer,  the 
friend  layer,  that  spiritual  layer-the  attor- 
ney layer  has  no  depth." 

The  Honorable  Michael  A.  Ponsor,  the 
commencement  speaker,  was  awarded  an 
honorary  Doctor  of  Laws  degree.  Judge 
Ponsor  has  served  for  more  than  25  years 
on  the  federal  bench  and  sits  in  the  U.S. 
District  Court  in  Springfield.  A  longtime 
supporter  of  the  School  of  Law,  Judge 
Ponsor  is  a  member  of  the  adjunct  faculty. 


Expressing  how  honored  he  was  to  join 
the  ranks  of  those  holding  degrees  from 
the  School  of  law.  Judge  Ponsor  stated,  "It 
means  a  tremendous  amount  to  me  to,  in  a 
sense,  to  become  a  graduate  of  this  school. 

"For  nearly  20  years,  I  was  privileged  to 
teach  as  an  adjunct  professor  of  this  school 
of  law,  acquiring  a  deep  respect  for  the  high 
quality  of  the  teaching  here,  and  a  great 
fondness  of  the  students  and  the  faculty." 

He  added,  "This  is  a  very  special  place 
and  a  very  special  community.  It  combines 
warm  vital  support  of  learning  with  a 
demanding  topnotch  legal  curriculum.  The 
law  school  graduates  now  occupy  the 
highest  echelons  of  the  bar  and  the  judi- 
ciary not  only  in  Massachusetts,  but 
throughout  the  country." 

Judge  Ponsor  challenged  graduates  to 
commit  themselves  to  preserving,  protecting, 
and  advocating  for  a  strong  legal  system. 

"An  independent  judiciary  marks  the 
boundary  between  tyranny  and  a  free 
people,"  he  said.  "We  should  not  assume 
that  an  independent  judiciary  is  inevitable, 
or  that  it  can  survive  without  constant 
attention."

Trip  Opens 
Unexpected 
Doors

For  the  second  time  in  recent  years, 
a  group  of  dedicated  students  and 
faculty  journeyed  to  New  Orleans  for 
the  annual  Alternative  Spring  Break 
trip,  forgoing  their  own  vacation 
time  away  from  classes  to  serve 
those  in  need  of  legal  assistance. 

In  the  six  years  that  have  passed 
since  Hurricanes  Katrina  and  Rita 
changed  the  landscape  of  New 
Orleans  forever,  residents  continue  to 
grapple  with  a  variety  of  legal  issues. 
The  media  vans  have  long  ago  moved 
on  to  cover  more  recent  natural  and 
economic  disasters,  yet  members 
of  the  legal  community,  and  law  stu- 
dents in  particular,  continue  to  recog- 
nize the  need  to  remain  focused  on 
helping  this  dynamic  city  recover. 


The  Western  New  England  students  volunteered  for  three 
different  organizations  during  the  trip;  the  Orleans  Public 
Defenders  Office;  Health  Law  Advocates  of  Louisiana,  a 
public  interest  law  firm  whose  mission  is  to  provide  pro 
bono  legal  representation  to  low-income  residents  experi- 
encing difficulty  accessing  or  paying  for  needed  medical 
services;  and  Southeast  Louisiana  Legal  Services,  which 
handles  civil  legal  problems  for  low-income  residents. 

The  group  of  13  volunteers  included  both  full-  and 
part-time  students  and  Assistant  Director  of  Career  Ser- 
vices and  Public  Interest  Coordinator  Sam  Charron. 


Among  them  were  four  of  the  Schools  Public  Interest 
Scholars.  For  several  students,  it  was  their  second  and 
even  third  ASB  trip. 

Alternative  Spring  Break  officially  became  a  student 
club  this  year.  In  addition  to  the  two  New  Orleans  trips, 
students  have  traveled  to  the  Navajo  Indian  Reservation  in 
Arizona  to  work  with  DNA-People's  Legal  Services;  to 
Edinburg,  TX,  where  they  assisted  Texas  RioGrande  Legal 
Aid  m  cases  affecting  some  of  the  nations  poorest  coun- 
ties; and  to  Biloxi,  MS,  where  they  also  represented  the 
\1ctims  of  Hurricane  Katrma  with  legal  issues.

Participation  in  ASB  opened  unexpected  doors  for  2010-11 
Club  President  Lindsay  McDonnel  '11.  While  this  trip  marked 
her  third  ASB  experience,  it  was  last  year's  trip  to  Arizona  that 
led  to  a  unique  career  opportunity  with  the  DNA-People's  Legal 
Services.  DNA  is  an  acronym  for  a  Navajo  phrase  that  translates 

as  "Attorneys  working  for  the  ,    

revitalization  of  the  people." 

Lindsay  explains,  "1  came  to 
law  school  later  in  life  with  the 
clear  goal  of  going  into  pubhc 
interest,  specifically  legal  ser- 
vices. ASB  was  a  great  way  for 
me  to  get  experience  with  vari- 
ous public  interest  organiza- 
tions and  to  be  exposed  to  the 
different  types  of  legal  issues 
that  they  handle." 

The  experience  jump- 
started  her  career.  "1  landed  a 
summer  internship  with  Texas 
RioGrande  Legal  Aid,  the  orga- 
nization in  Texas,  and  then  was 
able  to  get  this  job  with  DNA 
because  of  the  ASB  trip  during 
my  second  year,"  says  Lindsay, 
"ASB  was  absolutely  instru- 
mental to  me  attaining  my 
legal  career  goals.  Attending 
Western  New  England  and 
participating  in  the  ASB  trips 

led  me  to  where  I  am  today  and  I  couldn't  be  happier." 

Today  she  says,  "My  job  is  exactly  what  I  want  to  be 
doing.  I  never  would  have  imagined  living  on  the 
Navajo  Nation  prior  to  the  ASB  trip,  but  I  fell  in  love 
with  the  place,  and  I  am  so  ecstatic  to  be  living  in  such 
an  incomparably  beautiful  place  doing  the  type  of  work 
that  I  set  out  to  do  when  I  applied  to  law  school."

Ifs  official-on  July  1,  2011,  Western  New  England  College  became  Western  New  England  University. 
The  change  to  university  status  marks  a  defining  moment  in  the  92-year  history  of  our  institution, 
following  more  than  a  decade  of  unprecedented  growth  on  all  fronts.  This  transition  comes  as  we 
celebrate  another  milestone-the  60th  anniversary  of  our  first  charter  as  Western  New  England.

University  Status: 
What's  in  a  Name? 

In  2009,  when  Western  New  England 
College  outlined  the  eight  Strategic 
Directions  in  its  Strategic  Plan: 
Individual  Focus,  Global  Perspectives. 
A  Personal  Approach  to  a  University 
Education  (2009-2018),  it  identified 
seeking  university  status  as  a  key  aspi- 
ration for  our  continued  evolution, 
and  essential  to  fulfilling  our  potential 
as  a  regional  and  national  leader. 

"The  name  'university'  better  re- 
flects our  growth,  our  diversity,  our 
expanded  graduate  offerings,  and  our 
comprehensive  nature,"  says  Anthony 
S.  Caprio,  President  of  Western  New 
England  University. 

While  our  name  has  changed.  Dr. 
Caprio  asserts  that  the  character  of 
the  institution  and  legal  programs  will 
not.  "This  transition  will  not  sacrifice 
any  of  the  character  that  has  come 
to  define  Western  New  England 
College — the  personal  attention  to 
students,  the  informal  coUegial  atmos- 
phere of  the  campus,  or  the  flexibility 
of  a  relatively  small  institution." 

University  status  will  enable  us 
to  compete  more  effectively  with 
our  many  peer  institutions  that  have 
become  universities  and  to  attract 
more  international  students — impor- 
tant boons  for  the  future  as  the 
record  number  of  college-age  stu- 
dents that  constitute  the  Millennial 
Generation  begins  to  wane. 

Barbara  Campanella,  Vice  Presi- 
dent of  Marketing  and  External 
Affairs,  says  that  as  a  university,  "we 
will  be  better  positioned  to  fulfill  our 
ongoing  commitment  to  be  a  leader 
regionally  and  recognized  nationally. 
All  of  this  helps  add  value  to  the 
diplomas  of  both  existing  and  future 
alumni  of  our  institution." 

In  addition  to  the  change  from 
college  to  university,  four  of  the  insti- 
tutions schools  have  also  undergone 
name  changes.  The  Schools  of  Arts 


and  Sciences,  Business,  Engineering, 
and  Pharmacy  have  become  Colleges. 
The  School  of  Law  is  now  known  as 
the  Western  New  England  University 
School  of  Law,  reflecting  a  preferred 
terminology  for  law  schools. 

The  Strategic  Plan  also  calls  for  pro- 
viding our  students  with  a  more  global 
perspective  through  study  abroad, 
academic  offerings,  and  an  increased 
enrollment  of  international  students. 
Direction  Eour  of  the  Plan  outlines 
ways  for  promotion  and  support  of 
"Western  New  England's  distinctive 
vision  for  internationalization  through- 
out our  entire  community."  The 
change  to  university  status  is  integral 
to  achie\nng  these  goals  because  inter- 
nationally, the  term  "college"  has  a 
meaning  more  associated  with  prep 
schools  or  a  junior  college.  University 
status  immediately  makes  us  interna- 
tionally recognizable  as  a  higher  edu- 
cation institution  offenng  a  breadth 
and  depth  of  programs. 

Keeping  True  to  Our  Core  Values 

Among  our  core  values  is  the  cultiva- 
tion of  a  "Sense  of  Community," 
treating  every  individual  as  a  valued 
member  of  our  community  with  a 
shared  sense  of  purpose  and  owner- 
ship made  possible  by  mutual  respect 
and  shared  governance.  Our  antici- 
pated enrollment  growth,  as  outlined 
in  our  Facilities  Master  Plan,  will  not 
dramatically  impact  class  size  as  much 
of  this  growth  will  come  from  enroll- 
ments in  the  College  of  Pharmacy 

By  redefining  ourselves  as  a  uni- 
versity, according  to  Richard  Wagner, 
Director  of  Institutional  Research  and 
Planning,  who  headed  the  University 
Attainment  Committee,  "we  are  only 
recognizing  that  which  we  already 
are  both  in  structure  and  in  mission." 

To  that  end,  the  President,  Pro- 
vost, and  Board  of  Trustees  have 
determined  that  the  transition  to  uni- 
versity status  will  not  result  m  policy 
changes  to  either  the  academics  or 


the  student  life  of  the  campus. 

University  status  will  also  not 
impact  the  cost  of  attending  Western 
New  England  and  its  School  of  L^w. 
As  an  institution,  we  have  always 
prided  ourselves  in  planning  for  the 
future — the  future  of  our  students,  as 
well  as  that  of  our  dedicated  faculty 
and  staff  William  Kelleher,  Vice  Presi- 
dent for  Finance  and  Administration, 
points  out,  "We  have  carefully  shep- 
herded our  resources  towards  meeting 
our  long-term  goals  even  as  we  have 
continued  to  grow  the  institution  dur- 
ing the  current  economic  downturn. 
We  are  thus  financially  and  strategi- 
cally positioned  for  the  university 
transition  without  affecting  student 
tuition  or  fees."

In  addition  to  a  dynamic  new  logo 
that  represents  the  best  of  our 
past  and  the  promise  of  our  future, 
we  also  have  a  new  web  address: 
www.wne.edu  for  the  University  and 
www.law.wne.edu  for  the  School  of 
Law.  That  means  all  institutional 
email  addresses  for  students,  faculty, 
staff,  and  alumni  have  also  changed. 
Please  note  these  changes  so  that  you 
can  stay  connected  with  the  Western 
New  England  University  School  of 
Law  community.

As  she  enters  her  30th  year  as  a  member  of  the  faculty  at  the 
School  of  Law,  Professor  Amy  Cohen  is  still  on  the  cutting 
edge  of  intellectual  property  research  and  scholarship  and  as 
dedicated  as  ever  to  her  responsibilities  as  an  educator.

As  the  daughter  of  an  architect,  Professor  of  Law  Amy  Cohen  has  a  keen  sensitivity  for  the  need  to 
protect  one's  creative  endeavors.  For  the  better  part  of  two  decades,  she  has  dedicated  her  scholarly 
pursuits  to  the  study  of  the  rapidly  evolving  field  of  intellectual  property  (IP)  law. 


"I  am  fascinated  by  how  the  law  balances 
the  interests  of  creators,  consumers,  and 
competitors,"  explained  Professor  Cohen, 
the  2006  recipient  of  the  Catherine  J. 
Jones  Excellence  in  Teaching  Award.  "In 
the  last  20  years  or  so,  there  has  been  a 
greater  societal  interest  in  the  area  and 
thus  greater  student  demand  for  courses 
in  IP.  This  is  not  simply  because  of  tech- 
nology, but  because  works  of  intellectual 
property — inventions,  art,  books,  films, 
music,  and  technology — have  become  a 
substantial  part  of  the  U.S.  economy  m 
the  last  20-30  years." 

Professor  Cohen  imparts  her  knowl- 
edge to  students  through  upper  level  IP 
courses,  in  addition  to  her  first  year 
course  in  Contracts.  This  year,  she  will 
be  teaching  a  new  course  that  touches  on 
copyright,  trademark,  and  design  patent 
law  as  related  to  industrial  design.  "The 
course  will  examine  the  interplay  of  the 
concerns  of  all  parties  involved  in  an  IP 
dispute,"  she  said.  "In  copyright  law,  that 
means  balancing  the  interests  of  artists 
and  authors  in  their  creative  works 
against  the  interests  of  the  public  and 
others  who  wish  to  have  access  to  those 
works  and  even  use  them  to  create  their 
own  works.  In  trademark  law,  that 
means  balancing,  on  the  one  hand,  the 
interests  of  producers  and  consumers 
of  goods  and  services  in  identifying  the 
source  of  those  goods  and  services 
against,  on  the  other  hand,  the  interests 
of  competitors  who  may  find  those  iden- 
tifiers useful  for  identifying  their  own 
goods  and  services." 

IP  Debate  Begins  at  Home 

There  is  perhaps  no  more  contentious 
intellectual  property  in  the  sports  fanati- 
cal Northeast  than  the  ornate  stylized 
red  "B"  and  the  interlocking  navy  blue 
"NY."  The  rivalry  between  the  Red  Sox 
and  the  Yankees  is  heated  m  hallways 
of  the  Blake  Law  Center  between  stu- 
dents from  New  England  and  their 


counterparts  from  the  Tri-State  Area, 
and  also  in  the  household  of  Professor 
Cohen  and  her  husband.  Western  New 
England  University  College  of  Business 
Professor  Harvey  Shrage. 

"I  have  been  a  Red  Sox  fan  for  over 
35  years,  and  he  has  been  a  Yankee  fan 
all  his  life.  Although  2003  and  2004 
were  rather  intense  for  both  of  us  with 
the  Yankees  and  Red  Sox  competing  in 
the  American  League  Championship 
Series,  for  the  most  part  we  accept  it 
all  with  good  humor  and  lots  of  teasing. 
We  were  actually  written  up  in  the 
Yankees  Magazine"  said  Professor  Cohen 
of  the  "friendly"  rivalry. 

Professor  Cohen  has  been  teaching  at 
the  School  of  Law  almost  as  long  as  she 
has  been  a  citizen  of  Red  Sox  Nation. 
She  joined  the  faculty  in  1982,  following 
several  years  of  work  in  private  practice 
at  Bingham,  Dana  &  Gould  in  Boston 
and  Day,  Berry  &  Howard  L.L.P  in 
Hartford.  Her  husband  began  his  career 
at  Western  New  England  five  years  later 
following  service  as  an  attorney  for  the 
National  Labor  Relations  Board  and  the 
U.S.  Postal  Service  in  Connecticut. 

When  she  graduated  from  Harvard 
Law  School,  Professor  Cohen  didn't 
know  her  career  would  take  an  academic 
route,  but  she  did  know  that  she  had 
a  passion  for  teaching.  "When  I  was 


growing  up,  girls  could  only  aspire  to 
two  professions:  nursing  and  teaching. 
I  loved  school,  loved  my  teachers,  and 
hated  blood,  so  I  knew  teaching  was  the 
choice  for  me,  and  not  nursing,"  recalled 
Professor  Cohen.  "With  the  Women's 
Movement  coming  about  while  I  was  in 
college,  I  was  able  to  see  more  options 
available  to  me,  and  I  was  intrigued  by 
law,  though  I  knew  very  little  about  it 
as  a  career  except  for  what  I  had  seen 
on  television  or  in  the  movies.  Once  I 
started  practicing  law,  I  soon  realized 
that  I  was  more  interested  in  the  intel- 
lectual side  of  law  than  the  practice  of 
law  and  that  my  initial  career  instincts 
had  been  correct  after  all.  I  was  meant 
to  be  a  teacher." 

Her  dedication  to  teaching  has 
shined  through  during  her  nearly  30- 
year  career  at  Western  New  England.  In 
that  time,  she  has  witnessed  the  School 
of  Law  grow  into  the  comprehensive 
institution  it  is  today  while  maintaining 
its  dedication  to  student  learning. 

"The  School  of  Law  has  changed,  but 
has  also  stayed  the  same,"  she  said.  "It 
is  still  a  place  where  the  first  priority  is 
teaching;  we  are  still  a  faculty  that  is 
dedicated  to  our  students  above  all  else. 
Our  student  body  is  smaller  than  it  once 
was  as  a  result  of  a  deliberate  choice  on 
the  part  of  the  faculty  Thus,  we  have 
more  small  classes  than  we  once  had. 
We  have  a  number  of  younger  faculty 
members  who  are  very  engaged  with 
cutting  edge  legal  issues  and  who  bring 
lots  of  new  ideas  to  the  School  and  to 
their  teaching. 

"Western  Massachusetts  is  a  wonder- 
ful place  to  live  and  to  raise  a  family, 
and  Western  New  England  University  is 
the  right  institution  for  me  m  that  it  is 
truly  focused  on  teaching;  the  students 
are  a  joy  and  a  challenge  to  teach,  and 
the  faculty  and  administration  have 
always  been  supportive  and  collegia!. 
We  have  a  community  that  really  has 
shared  values  and  goals."  ♦

PERSPECTIVES

Indeed,  in  a  time  of  unprecedented  global 
turbulence,  when  each  day  the  media  focus 
jumps  from  one  flashpoint  of  world  conflict  to 
another,  the  human  rights  crimes  committed 
from  1960-96  in  Guatemala  can  seem  like 
ancient  history.  Yet  for  victims  and  their  advo- 
cates in  the  legal  community,  the  crimes  perpet- 
uated then — and  today — demand  a  constant 
vigil  in  the  quest  for  justice. 

Clinical  Professor  of  Law  Lauren  Carasik  is 
among  those  legal  advocates  committed  to  keep- 
ing Guatemala  in  the  global  consciousness.  Last 
academic  year,  she  took  two  trips  (December 
2010  and  April  2011)  to  the  country,  the  first 
with  a  contingent  of  legal  educators  from  the 
Society  of  American  Law  Teachers  (SALT),  a  com- 
munity of  progressive  law  teachers  working  for 
justice,  diversity,  and  academic  excellence,  and 
the  second  with  a  Guatemalan  Lawyer  and  con- 
sultant at  Pacific  McGeorge  School  of  Law. 

The  original  SALT  delegation  was  invited 
by  noted  human  rights  advocate  and  author 
Jennifer  Harbur}-.  Harbury's  husband,  Efrain 
Bamaca  Velasquez,  was  a  Mayan  resistance 
leader  who  was  tortured  and  killed  by  the 
military  (see  sidebar). 

The  Bamaca  case  has  been  back  and  forth 
between  the  Inter-American  Court  and  Guate- 
malan Courts  for  many  years.  On  her  second  trip 
in  April,  Carasik  served  as  a  legal  observer  dunng 
an  argument  about  the  Bamaca  case  before 
Guatemala's  Constitutional  Court. 

Although  the  war  is  over,  the  risk  to  human 
rights  defenders  in  Guatemala  is  grave — Carasik 
says  that  115  human  rights  defenders  have  been 
killed  since  2000,  and  many  more  have  been 
threatened  and  intimidated. 

The  SALT  delegation  was  organized  because 
"Jennifer  was  of  the  strong  opinion  that  law  profes- 
sors were  considered  high  status  observers,  whose 
presence  would  shine  the  international  spotlight 
on  Guatemala  and  provide  some  measure  of  pro- 
tection for  lawyers,  witnesses,  and  advocates. 


"One  of  the  most  moving  expenences  of  that 
trip,"  adds  Carasik,  "was  meeting  with  a  man 
names  Jesus  Tecu  Osorio." 

Jesus  was  an  1 1  year-old  boy  when  most  of 
his  village  of  Rio  Negro  was  massacred  by  the 
Guatemalan  military,  including  his  two-year 
old  brother,  before  his  eyes.  He  was  spared,  but 
forced  to  work  for  two  years  as  a  household 
slave  for  one  of  the  perpetrators. 

Professor  Carasik  finds  it  hard  to  share 
the  details  of  what  Jesus  witnessed,  "As  he 
recounted  for  me  the  gruesome  details  of  what 
he  saw,  I  felt  physically  ill.  You  can  know  about 
atrocities,  but  to  look  someone  m  the  eye  and 
hear  his  personal  account  is  harrowing.  The 
haunting  images  of  his  experience  are  now 
indelibly  etched  in  my  memory." 

Today,  Jesiis  is  an  advocate  for  the  Achi  Maya 
\'ictims  of  genocide.  "His  diligence  resulted  in 
the  first  convictions  of  perpetuators  of  crimes 
against  humanity  during  the  Guatemalan  civil 
war.  He  has  won  multiple  human  rights  awards, 
and  has  emerged  from  the  tragedy  of  his  early 
years  to  found  an  NGO,  and  continues  to  sup- 
port his  community,  advocate  for  the  rights  of 
Guatemala's  indigenous  population,  and  pursue 
justice  for  the  victims  of  Guatemala's  bloody 
conflict.  His  courage  and  resilience  are  remark- 
able," says  Carasik. 

During  the  delegation  trip  in  December, 
the  SALT  observers  met  with  one  of  the  justices 
of  the  Guatemalan  Supreme  Court,  a  number 
of  NGOs,  prosecutors,  and  representatives  of 
Lawyers  Without  Borders.  Says  Carasik,  "When 
we  asked  how  we  could  help,  they  consistently 
asked  us  to,  'Bring  international  observers.'  Such 
observers  remind  potential  human  rights  abusers 
that  the  world  is  watching  as  Guatemala  stmg- 
gles  to  end  the  impunity  for  wartime  atrocities, 
and  the  violent  legacy  of  the  war." 


School  of  Law  Launches  Pilot  Human  Rights  Clinic 


This  fall,  Professor  Carasik 
is  overseeing  a  pilot  Human 
Rights  Clinic  that  will  provide  a 
unique  experiential  learning 
opportunity  for  Western  New 
England  students.  She  says, 
"This  clinic  can  help  train  attor- 
neys for  a  profession  facing 
unprecedented  social,  economic, 
and  political  challenges,  and 
supports  important  public  inter- 


est goals.  Students  will  work 
collaboratively  with  domestic 
and  international  governmental 
agencies  and  nongovernmental 
organizations  and  civil  society 
actors  to  advance  civil,  political, 
economic,  social,  and  cultural 
human  rights  across  borders. 
The  work  is  very  compelling. 

"Many  current  students  have 
been  raised  in  an  era  that  makes 


them  very  interested  in  global 
issues,"  observes  Carasik.  "One 
of  the  great  things  about  a  clinic 
like  this  is  that  it  also  draws  stu- 
dents who  are  the  children  of 
recent  immigrants.  The  clinic  is 
ideal  for  people  who  want  to  do 
public  interest  work  and  find 
creative  social  justice  advocacy 
strategies  that  transcend  inter- 
national boundaries." 


Jennifer  Harbury 
"US  Torture  Practices: 
The  Guatemala  Experience" 
Clason  Speaker  Series 

Drawing  on  her  compelling  per- 
sonal experience,  Jennifer  Harbury 
presented  a  talk  at  the  Law  School 
Commons  in  September  about  the 
capture  and  detainment  of  her 
husband,  Mayan  resistance  leader 
Efrain  Bamaca  Velasquez,  and  her 
subsequent  fight  for  human  rights. 
Bamaca  was  captured  alive  by 
the  Guatemalan  military  in  1992, 
before  being  tortured  and  ulti- 
mately executed  without  trial. 

Harbury's  battle  to  save  her 
husband's  life  led  to  the  disclosure 
of  a  close  working  relationship 
between  the  United  States  CIA  and 
the  Central  American  death  squads 
that  included  the  practice  of  tortur- 
ing paid  informants.  Harbury  has 
since  fought  and  won  a  trial  at  the 
Inter-American  Court  of  Human 
Rights  of  the  Organization  of 
American  States.  She  continues 
to  fight  these  injustices  in  the 
Guatemalan  court  system. 

Said  Harbury  at  her  lecture, 
"Guatemala  today  is  at  a  cross- 
roads. There  are  two  possibilities; 
completely  opposite  directions. 
Guatemala  can  either  proceed  to 
Nuremberg  trials,  which  I  hope 
everyone  in  this  room  is  support- 
ive of,  which  means  putting  the 
highest  echelon  of  the  intellectual 
authors  of  the  genocide  that  went 
on  in  Guatemala  for  the  past  40 
years  in  prison.  The  other  possibil- 
ity is  that  one  of  the  people  who 
was  the  intellectual  author  who 
carried  out  the  campaign  of  geno- 
cide will  become  president, 
Guatemala  will  explode,  and  the 
bloodbath  that  has  been  repeated 
every  generation  for  500  years 
will  start  again."

SPRING  2011  SUMMARY  OF  PROGRAMS 


The  Legislative  Institute  hosted 
several  important  programs  during 
the  spring  term,  2011.  Two  principal 
events  were  the  annual  Fair  Housing 
and  Civil  Rights  Conference,  and  the 
Siena  College  summer  legal  fellows 
program.  During  Fair  Housing  Week 
in  late  April,  distinguished  speakers 
and  guests  gathered  at  the  Law 
School  Commons  to  discuss  a  wide 
variety  of  issues  relating  to  housing 
and  civil  rights.  A  panel  of  experts 
examined  the  legal  and  practical 
questions  surrounding  predatory 
lending  foreclosure.  Case  law  and 
practical  suggestions  were  explored 
to  help  victims  develop  remedies. 

In  addition,  the  question  of  the 
best  strategies  to  integrate  neigh- 
bors drew  an  enthusiastic  audience. 
Affordable  housing,  inclusionary 
zoning,  and  other  affirmative  steps 
to  further  the  goals  of  fair  housing 
were  fully  vetted.  Creating  inte- 
grated neighborhoods  is  one  thing; 
sustaining  them  is  another.  Audi- 
ence members  suggested  a  variety 
of  ways  in  which  both  could 
become  reality.  Legal  practitioners 
encouraged  private  firms  to  take  on 
fair  housing  cases,  in  all  of  their 
aspects  as  it  makes  sense  from 
social  and  business  perspectives. 

The  conference  devoted  time 
to  employment  discrimination  and 
ways  to  achieve  diversity  in  the 
workplace.  State  officials  and  pri- 
vate individuals  brought  to  this 
panel  insightful  observations  on 
these  timely  themes. 

The  Conference  attendees  also 
had  the  privilege  of  hearing  keynote 
speaker  Edgar  Kahn.  Our  luncheon 
keynoter  was  our  own  Judge 
William  H.  ("Hank")  Abrashkin  78, 
who  now  serves  as  the  Executive 
Director  of  the  Springfield  Housing 
Authority. 


Joyce  Raphail  and  Joey  O'Rourke 
were  our  two  legal  fellows  this  past 
summer  from  Siena  College.  Joyce 
spent  the  summer  working  with 
Professor  Lauren  Carasik,  who  is 
conducting  a  pilot  International 
Human  Rights  clinic  this  fall  term. 
Human  trafficking  is  a  major  issue 
confronting  human  rights  advocates. 
It  is  difficult  to  uncover  because  the 
perpetrators  use  a  variety  of  means 
to  disguise  their  activities. 

Among  other  topics,  Joyce 
researched  the  laws  of  the  states  in 
the  United  States.  Massachusetts  was 
among  only  a  handful  of  states  that 
did  not  have  a  human  trafficking  law. 
During  the  summer  program,  how- 
ever, the  State  Senate  passed  a  bill, 
offered  by  Senator  Mark  Montigny 
(D),  addressing  human  trafficking.  It 
soon  became  public  law.  Senator  Gale 
Candaras  '82  (D)  invited  Joyce  and 
Joey  to  join  her  on  the  floor  of  the 
Senate  during  the  debate  and  vote 
on  the  bill. 

Joey  served  as  an  assistant  to 
Professor  Julie  Steiner,  who  has  been 
researching  the  aftermath  of  the  oil 
spill  in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  in  April 
2010.  He  gathered  data  relating  to 
the  many  lawsuits  that  victims  have 
filed  against  a  variety  of  defendants. 
The  civil  actions  generally  seek  dam- 
ages for  injuries  to  persons  and 
property  caused  by  the  spill.  The 
vast  amount  of  litigation  raises 
issues  of  judicial  management  as 
well  as  appropriate  compensation. 

Although  BP  has  set  up  a  fund 
of  $20  billion  to  compensate  victims 
of  the  oil  spill,  critics  of  the  program 
have  commented  on  its  inadequacy. 
Victims  have  complained  about  the 
slowness  of  the  recovery,  and  "red 
tape"  that  has  inhibited,  in  their 
view,  the  speedy  delivery  of  a  suffi- 
cient remedy.

The  Art  of  the  Deal:  student  Law  Team 
Brings  Home  Another  National  Cliampionsliip

In  the  world  of  student  law  team  competitions,  Western  New  Eng- 
land University  has  an  impressive  track  record.  Since  2008,  our 
moot  court  teams  have  been  finalists  and  national  champions  in 
five  competitions  focusing  on  such  areas  as  Transactional  Law,  Product 
Liability,  Taxation,  and  Negotiation. 

In  2011,  the  Transactional  Law  Team  brought  home  another 
national  championship. 

After  two  days  of  cornpetition,  the  team  consistmg  of  Isaac  Mass 
'11  and  Julie  McKenna  '11,  was  declared  national  champions.  The 
field  of  competitors  consisted  of  teams  from  30  law  schools  from 
across  the  country. 

The  Western  New  England  team  defeated  William  and  Mar)'  Law 
School  in  the  first  round  and  Hofstra  in  the  second  round  in  order  to 
advance  to  the  semifinals  along  with  nine  other  teams.  On  the  second 
day  of  competition  Western  New  England  beat  the  University  of  Rich- 
mond team  in  the  semifinal.  It  prevailed  over  the  team  from  UCLA  in 
the  final  round. 

Our  team  was  coached  by  Professor  Eric  Gouvin,  Director  of  West- 
em  New  England's  Law  and  Business  Center  for  Advancing  Entrepre- 
neurship,  and  was  put  through  the  paces  in  practice  rounds  by 
Professor  Rene  Reich-Graefe  and  Professor  Robert  Statchen.  Adjunct 
Professor  Robert  Sawyer,  General  Counsel  at  Friendly  Ice  Cream,  pro- 
vided additional  consulting  advice  on  the  restaurant  business. 

"Deal  Lawyers"  Get  Their  Own  Competition 

Aspiring  litigators  have  long  had  competitions  to  hone  their  skills 
while  still  m  law  school  such  as  moot  courts  and  trial  team  competi- 
tions, but  aspiring  deal  lawyers  have  only  recently  developed  their 
own  competition  for  business  lawyering  skills-the  Transactional  Law 
Meet.  The  brainchild  of  Professor  Karl  Okamoto  at  the  Earle  Mack 
School  of  Law  at  Drexel  University,  the  Transactional  Law  Meet  tests 
teams  of  law  students  as  they  represent  their  clients  in  a  hypothetical 
business  transaction.  The  teams  entering  the  contest  are  divided  into 
two  groups  and  assigned  a  client  on  one  side  or  the  other  in  a  pro- 
posed business  transaction. 


This  year  the  deal  involved  a  locally  famous  family-owned  restau- 
rant chain  that  hoped  to  go  national.  One  side  of  the  deal  was  the 
daughter  of  the  founder,  who  had  big  dreams  for  the  company,  and 
on  the  other  side  was  an  experienced  franchisor  who  had  turned 
around  a  national  hamburger  chain.  These  two  parties  planned  to 
form  a  joint  venture  to  expand  the  local  restaurant  into  a  national 
chain.  The  Western  New  England  team  was  assigned  the  task  of  repre- 
senting the  local  family-owned  restaurant. 

The  planners  of  the  Meet  had  a  well-developed  fact  pattern  that 
was  delivered  to  all  of  the  teams  and  then  each  team  got  a  URL  with 
"secret"  videotaped  instructions  from  their  specific  client.  The  teams 
were  allowed  to  email  their  client  with  questions  to  further  flesh  out 
the  facts  in  order  to  get  a  more  complete  understanding  of  the  deal. 
The  questions  were  graded  by  judges  as  part  of  the  team's  score  in 
order  to  assess  client  interviewing  skills. 

The  next  requirement  in  the  Meet  involved  drafting  a  "temi  sheet" 
for  the  deal  representing  the  client's  view  of  the  transaction.  Once 
those  term  sheets  were  completed  and  submitted  to  the  Meet  organiz- 
ers, they  were  forwarded  by  the  organizers  to  the  teams  on  the  other 
side  of  the  deal.  The  term  sheets  written  by  those  teams,  in  turn,  were 
delivered  to  the  Western  New  England  team.  The  next  step  involved  a 
different  kind  of  writing-marking  up  the  other  side's  term  sheet.  After 
the  Western  New  England  team  marked  up  and  commented  on  the 
term  sheets  from  their  competitors,  the  edited  term  sheets  were  sub- 
mitted to  the  organizers  forjudging. 

Two  judges  watched  each  session  and  evaluated  the  effectiveness  of 
the  teams.  The  Western  New  England  team  earned  excellent  marks 
throughout.  Each  round  ends  with  the  judges  shanng  their  thoughts 
with  the  teams  in  private.  The  comments  made  by  the  experienced 
lawyers  and  deal-makers  who  had  taken  the  time  to  ser\'e  as  judges  of 
the  competition  would  have  made  anyone  associated  with  Western 
New  England  very  proud.

Clason  Speaker  Series 


Boston  College  Law  School 
Assistant  Professor  of  Law 
Intisar  Rabb  was  the  Clason 
Speaker  Series'  first  scholar  of 
the  spring  semester.  Professor 
Rabb  presented  a  talk  called 
"Internal  Criticism  and  Legal 
Change  in  Islamic  Law:  Crimi- 
nal Law  Reform  in  Iran"  on 
February  23,  2011. 

"The  international  human 
rights  critics  or  the  external 
critics  are  serving  a  role  of  per- 
haps embarrassing  or  pushing 
these  internal  critics  to  come 
up  with  a  more  workable  sys- 
tem, but  at  the  end  of  the  day  it 
is  important  to  focus  my  mind 
on  the  internal  critics  because 
they  are  the  ones  that  can  push 
the  law  itself,"  explained  Pro- 
fessor Rabb  of  the  struggle  to 
change  the  criminal  law  culture 
in  the  Muslim  world. 


American  University  Washing- 
ton College  of  Law  Professor  of 
Law  Robert  Tsai  visited  the 
Law  School  Commons  on 
March  3,  2011,  to  discuss  a 
chapter  from  his  upcoming 
book  Defiant  Designs:  Amer- 
ica's Forgotten  Constitutions 
(Harvard  University  Press, 
2012).  His  speech,  entitled 
"Lessons  from  the  Indian 
Stream  Republic,"  enlightened 
the  audience  about  a  short-lived 
constitutional  republic  that 
existed  at  the  northernmost 
head  of  the  Connecticut  River 
on  the  border  between  New 
Hampshire  and  Quebec.  Due  to 
a  disagreement  on  the  interpre- 
tation of  the  Treaty  of  Paris,  the 
document  that  ended  the  Revo- 
lutionary War,  this  piece  of  land 
was  in  dispute  between  the 
United  States  and  Canada.  For 
a  brief  period  in  the  1830s  it 


existed  as  an  independent, 
although  unrecognized,  state. 

"There  were  plenty  of  indi- 
viduals, other  ordinary  Ameri- 
cans, just  like  the  ones  in  this 
story,  who  braved  hardship  to 
settle  the  West,"  explained  Pro- 
fessor Tsai.  "But  very  few  lead- 
ers of  determinist  movements 
were  daring  enough  to  declare 
themselves  citizens  of  an  inde- 
pendent republic  and  authored 
a  constitution  along  the  way. 

"They  passed  laws,  they 
policed  one  another,  and  they 
engaged  in  diplomacy  when 
threatened  by  a  nearby  jurisdic- 
tion. For  all  intents  and  pur- 
pose, the  people  of  Indian 
Stream  acted  as  an  unrecog- 
nized state  for  a  period  of  about 
three  to  four  years  after  declar- 
ing independence  in  1832." 


Color  of  Law  Roundtable 

Taruna  Garg  was  the  sole  presenter  for  the  Color  of  Law  Roundtable  in  the 
spring  semester  when  she  visited  the  School  of  Law  on  February  9,  2011. 
A  bankruptcy  attorney  for  Murtha  Cullina,  LLP  working  out  of  their  New 
Haven,  CT  office.  Attorney  Garg  lauded  the  opportunities  afforded  to 
students  while  in  law  school. 

"This  is  the  only  opportunity  that  you'll  have  to  really  get  exposure  to 
all  kinds  of  aspects  of  the  law,"  she  explained.  "When  you  get  out  into 
practice,  you  may  or  may  not  have  a  choice  as  to  the  area  of  law  you 
want  to  practice  in,  particularly  if  you  want  to  practice  in  a  private  firm. 
Often  times  when  you  join  a  private  firm,  they  will  put  you  in  a 
department  or  a  section  that  has  the  most  need." 


I  think  there  is  something  of 
a  popular  perception  that  law 
itself  stands  in  the  way  of 
entrepreneurship  and  that  law 
is  full  of  restrictions  and  road- 
blocks that  stymie  or  burden 
new  ventures.  But  I  think  if  we 
look  a  little  bit  more  closely 
we'll  discover  that  view  is  not 
particularly  nuanced."

Russo 


Despite  being  "snowed  out"  on  his  originally 
scheduled  date,  Peter  Russo,  Director  of  the  Entre- 
preneurship Program  at  the  Boston  University 
School  of  Management  Institute  for  Technology 
Entrepreneurship  &  Commercialization,  was  able  to 
make  it  down  the  Mass  Pike  on  February  22,  2011, 
to  give  his  presentation  entitled  "Educating  Entre- 
preneurs Through  Immersion  in  the  Ecosystem." 

"The  economy  got  really  tough  for  a  while 
there,"  recalled  Mr.  Russo.  "As  a  result  of  that,  I 
think  two  things  happened.  One  is  that  people 
learned  to  get  by  with  less  money  and  some  of 
those  practices  are  going  to  stay  even  as  money 
becomes  more  free.  But  more  importantly  people 
found  a  way  to  get  casual  help.  A  lot  of  startups 
needed  to  move  their  idea  forward  to  get  it  to  a 
point  where  the  business  was  fundable,  and  they 
couldn't  even  raise  the  seed  money  to  do  that." 


Karl  Okamoto  concluded  the  spring  session  on 
April  13,  2011,  with  his  talk  about  the  role  of 
lawyers  in  entrepreneurship.  Okamoto,  Associate 
Professor  of  Law  and  Director  of  the  Business  and 
Entrepreneurship  Law  Concentration  at  the  Earle 
Mack  School  of  Law  at  Drexel  University,  was 
originally  slated  to  speak  about  the  "The  Over- 
confident and  Unambitious  Entrepreneur"  but 
modified  his  presentation  to  focus  on  how  to  meet 
the  legal  needs  of  a  wide  variety  of  entrepreneurs 
and  their  often  divergent  goals. 

"There  is  something  special  about  us  [lawyers] 
that  no  one  else  has,  in  particular  the  next  best  can- 
didate, the  venture  capitalist.  Think  of  the  motive  of 
the  venture  capitalist.  Think  of  their  relationship 
with  an  entrepreneur  and  compare  that  to  ours,  in 
terms  of  confidentiality,  in  terms  of  loyalty,  in  terms 
of  our  incentives,  how  we  get  paid.  My  suggestion 
is  there  is  something  in  that  bundle  of  our  charac- 
ter, the  nature  of  our  relationship  with  our  client 
that  makes  us  a  special  provider  of  that  rented 
experience.  In  there  is  something  of  great  value. 
The  problem  is  it's  really  hard  to  get  paid  for  that." 
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Western  New  England  University  College 
of  Pharmacy  Welcomes  Inaugural  Class 

This  fall  marked  many  firsts  at  Western  New  England.  It  was  the  first  time  classes  commenced 
at  Western  New  England  University.  Students  arrived  to  find  the  campus  beaming  with  a  new 
sense  of  University  pride.  The  College  of  Pharmacy  celebrated  another  first-the  arrival  of  its 
inaugural  class. 


The  Pharm.D.  program,  which  is  the  first  of  its  l<ind  to  be  offered  in 
western  IVIassachusetts,  started  on  August  29.  On  that  historic  date, 
75  students  began  worl<ing  towards  their  Doctor  of  Pharmacy  degree 
as  part  of  the  Class  of  2015.  Thirty-six  of  the  students  matriculated 
from  the  Pre-pharmacy  program  and  other  science  programs  at  the 
University.  Prior  to  the  start  of  classes,  students  were  certified  in  CPR, 
First  Aid,  HIPPA,  and  blood  borne  pathogens  during  a  week-long 
orientation  on  campus. 

"This  is  the  first  day  of  a  four-year  journey.  I  know  it's  going  to  be 
hard,  but  I  also  know  it's  going  to  be  fun,"  said  College  of  Pharmacy 
Dean  Evan  Robinson  as  the  learners  gathered  for  the  first  day  of  orienta- 
tion. "You're  going  to  have  a  chance  to  do  several  firsts  coming  up.  Very 
few  people  get  an  opportunity  to  do  something  for  the  first  time." 


Dean  Robinson  told  students  that  "our  commitment  to  you  is  to  send 
out  a  graduate  of  Western  New  England  University  that's  going  to  mean 
something  unique,  that's  going  to  mean  something  different  in  the  field 
of  pharmacy  and  healthcare." 

Students  take  classes  in  the  Center  for  the  Sciences  and  Pharmacy, 
the  University's  new  126,000  square-foot  academic  building.  "Being  in 
this  new  state-of-the  art  building  really  confirms  that  I'm  in  a  cutting  edge 
program,  in  a  cutting  edge  building"  said  incoming  student  Grant  Steb- 
bins,  a  graduate  of  Elms  College  from  Holyoke,  MA.  "It's  exciting  to  be 
part  of  the  first  class  to  go  through  the  Pharmacy  program;  we're  laying 
the  ground  work  and  establishing  traditions  for  the  new  College  and  its 
future  students."

"This  was  in  2000,  before  the  'Dot-com' 
bubble  burst,"  she  says.  "There  was  this  whole 
new  venue  for  people  wanting  to  practice  trade- 
mark law.  Unfortunately  after  the  economy  took 
a  downswing  in  2002  the  agency  reduced  its 
ranks  by  1 35  lawyers  solely  according  to  senior- 
ity and  I  was  a  part  of  that." 

Bresso  found  herself  in  Washington,  DC, 
licensed  to  practice  law  in  Maryland  and  New 
York,  and  unable  to  find  a  job  for  months.  "It 
was  at  a  pivotal  moment,"  she  says,  when  she 
learned  Congressman  Robert  L.  Ehrlich  Jr.,  then 
running  for  Governor  in  Maryland,  was  looking 
for  volunteer  lawyers.  Bresso  found  herself 
performing  research  and  writing  white  papers 
throughout  his  campaign  and  the  transition 
period  after  he  won  the  election — and  was  then 
hired  as  Special  Assistant  and  Counsel  to  the 
Governor's  Chief  of  Staff. 

"It  was  very  different  going  from  a  lawyer 
working  on  trademark  law  every  day  to  working 
for  the  governor,  as  a  lawyer  in  a  nontraditional 
legal  job.  I  had  to  become  familiar  with  many 
different  policy  areas,  rather  than  focusing  on 
a  particular  area  of  the  law.  This  was  a  difficult 
decision,  when  I  looked  to  where  it  would  bring 
me.  Did  I  want  to  get  so  far  away  from  traditional 
legal  practice?  But  it  was  a  tremendous  opportu- 
nity. I'd  always  had  an  interest  in  political  science. 
It  was  a  great  way  to  blend  the  two." 

In  her  new  role,  much  of  Bresso's  work 
focused  on  charter  schools  and  advanced  tech- 
nology and  business  development,  key  issues 
for  the  governor  and  state  at  the  time.  She  also 
delved  into  election  law.  This  was  2003,  and 
states  were  faced  with  meeting  new  federal 
requirements  set  by  the  Help  America  Vote  Act 
(HAVA)  of  2002.  HAVA  was  passed  in  part  as 
response  to  the  controversy  surrounding  the 
2000  presidential  election;  its  goals  included 
helping  states  replace  antiquated  voting  systems 
and  establishing  minimum  requirements  regard- 
ing certain  aspects  of  election  administration. 

"I  really  enjoyed  election  law,"  says  Bresso. 
"I  became  engrossed  in  it.  Then  after  working 
a  few  years  in  a  political  setting  at  the  state 
level,  I  wanted  to  expand  my  knowledge  and 
expertise  to  the  federal  level  by  transitioning 
to  Capitol  Hill." 

In  2006  she  took  a  position  as  Elections 
Counsel  for  the  Committee  on  House  Adminis- 
tration, where  "the  members  of  Congress  were 
essentially  my  clients,"  Bresso  says.  "My  work 


for  the  Committee  was  often  akin  to  preparing 
for  a  trial.  In  my  role  as  Counsel,  I  procured 
witnesses,  reviewed  testimony,  drafted  witness 
questions,  and  briefed  members  of  Congress  in 
preparation  for  hearings,  mark-ups,  and  floor 
debates.  I  gained  additional  experience  in  many 
areas  regarding  federal  elections  including  voter 
registration,  voting  equipment,  voting  system 
standards,  and  campaign  finance.  For  me,  it  was 
very  exciting." 

But,  when  she  received  the  call  from  the 
White  House  about  a  vacancy  on  the  EAC,  she 
leaped  at  the  opportunity.  That  spring  Bresso 
interviewed  at  the  White  House.  In  fall  2008, 
she  officially  became  one  of  the  agency's  four 
commissioners. 

Created  under  HAVA,  the  EAC  adopts  voting 
system  guidelines  and  runs  a  national  program 
for  testing  and  certifying  voting  systems;  adminis- 
ters funds  to  states  to  meet  HAVA  requirements; 
and  studies  election  administration  practices 
and  shares  them  with  the  public.  The  bipartisan 
agency  is  made  up  of  four  Commissioners,  of 
which  no  more  than  two  Commissioners  can  be 
from  the  same  political  party. 

"Since  the  2000  election,  the  public  has  been 
much  more  involved  in  elections  process.  More 
people  are  serving  as  poll  workers  and  observing 
post-election  canvassing  and  recounts.  The  intent 
of  EAC  is  to  help  foster  that  national  dialogue 
and  awareness.  The  more  people  are  aware  of 


election  processes  and  procedures,  the  more 
that  adds  to  their  confidence  in  the  integrity  of 
the  system. 

"The  EAC  is  an  assistance  agency  created 
to  help  state  and  local  election  officials  with  the 
administration  of  their  elections,"  Bresso  says. 
That  could  mean  media  outreach  before  an  elec- 
tion to  remind  the  general  public  of  their  state's 
voting  requirements  and  deadlines;  providing 
state  and  local  election  administrators  with  best 
practices  being  administered  by  their  peers  in  the 
field;  or  helping  states  follow  the  process  for 
receiving  federal  dollars  for  election  equipment  or 
improving  the  administration  of  federal  elections. 

In  an  era  where  skepticism  towards  politics 
appears  to  be  at  an  all-time  high,  Bresso  feels 
privileged  to  work  each  day  to  provide  assis- 
tance to  states  and  localities  in  conducting  elec- 
tions that  are  honest,  secure,  and  accessible. 

Bresso  has  been  renominated  by  President 
Obama  to  serve  a  second  term  on  the  Commis- 
sion that  expires  in  December  2013. 

"I  love  what  I  do  and  find  it  very  reward- 
ing," she  says.  "Elections  are  one  area  of  the 
law  that  affects  a  wide  range  of  demographics. 
Voting  is  a  fundamental  right  provided  in  our 
Constitution;  changes  to  the  election  process 
affect  voters.  When  voters  have  greater  confi- 
dence in  our  election  process,  there  will  be 
greater  participation."  ♦

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Scholars 
Gather  to 
Discuss  the 
Theories  of 
Ivan  iiiich

Several  years  ago  Professor  of  Law  Jennifer  Levi  read 
Ivan  lllich's  Gender,  and  as  Professor  of  Law  Erin  Buzuvis 
recalled  in  her  opening  remarks,  "got  so  excited  it  was 
really  all  she  would  talk  about."  Professor  Levi's  enthusi- 
asm inspired  many  other  members  of  the  faculty  to 
read  lllich's  work  and  to  meet  regularly  to  discuss  their 
thoughts  on  his  ideas.  Following  dozens  of  these  informal 
meetings,  these  faculty  members  organized  the  Radical 
Nemesis:  Re-envisioning  Ivan  lllich's  Theories  on  Social 
Institutions  symposium  held  at  the  Blake  Law  Center 
on  April  1,2011. 

Illich,  a  grand  theorist,  wrote  provocative  texts  in  the  1970s  and  early 
1980s  examining  major  social  institutions  including,  for  example, 
DeSchooling  Soc/ety  (1971),  Tools  for  Conviviality  (W3),  Medical  Nemesis 
(1975),  and  Gender{^2S2).  His  w/ork,  considered  by  some  as  radical,  cri- 
tiqued modern  educational,  medical,  and  transportation  schemes,  among 
others,  and  examined  the  evolution  of  concepts  of  class  and  gender. 

Professor  Buzuvis  was  part  of  the  first  panel  entitled  "Re-envisioning 
Education"  with  Jared  Gibbs,  Instructor  at  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute 
and  State  University;  and  James  Forman  Jr.,  Professor  of  Law  at 
Georgetown  Law  Center.  Professor  Buzuvis  presented  her  paper  "Illich, 
Education,  and  The  Wire,"  which  described  how  the  HBO  series  high- 
lighted many  of  lllich's  criticisms. 

"Illich  proposed  deinstitutionalized  learning  as  the  solution  to  the 
social  problems  caused  by  compulsory,  institutionalized  education," 
said  Professor  Buzuvis.  "He  proposes  what  is  essentially  a  grassroots 
system  of  education,  in  which  teachers  and  learners  are  fluidly  defined, 
not  restricted  by  age  and  formal  credentials,  and  matched  for  specific 
learning  projects  that  are  self-selected  and  customized." 


Panel  2:  "Re-envisioning  Gender"  included  Shannon  Minter,  Legal 
Director  at  the  National  Center  for  Lesbian  Rights;  Anne  Goldstein, 
Professor  of  Law  at  Western  New  England  University  School  of  Law; 
and  Martha  Ertman,  the  Carole  &  Hanan  Sibel  Research  Professor  of 
Law  at  the  University  of  Maryland  School  of  Law. 

The  day's  keynote  speaker  was  Anthony  Paul  Farley,  the  James 
Campbell  Matthews  Distinguished  Professor  of  Jurisprudence  at 
Albany  Law  School  speaking  about  "Brown  v.  Board  as  White  Power: 
Deschooling  the  Promised  Land." 

"The  color  line  is  still  with  us  and  nowhere  more  obviously  so  than 
in  school,"  said  Professor  Farley,  a  former  Clason  lecturer.  "Integration 
of  the  community  of  the  literate  did  not  take  place;  instead,  our  children 
were  gathered  together  under  the  sign  of  integration  just  as  they  had 
previously  been  gathered  together  under  the  sign  of  segregation.  The 
signs,  segregation  or  integration,  de  jure  or  de  facto,  are  signs  of  the 
color  line's  ability  to  adapt  over  time." 

Panel  3:  "Re-envisioning  Welfare  and  Prison,"  featured  our 
own  faculty  members  Bridgette  Baldwin  and  Giovanna  Shay  with  Davar- 
ian  L.  Baldwin,  the  Paul  E.  Raether  Distinguished  Professor  of  American 
Studies  at  Trinity  College,  and  Teresa  A.  Miller,  Professor  of  Law  at  the 
University  at  Buffalo. 

"There  is  even  more  evidence  today  that  prisons  have  reached  a 
scale  that  is  counterproductive  in  an  lllichian  sense,"  said  Professor 
Shay.  "We  all  know  that  the  U.S.  has  a  rate  of  incarceration  previously 
unknown  in  human  history  and  numerous  commentators  have  described 
that  imprisonment  produces  more  law  breaking  by  individual  prisoners 
upon  their  release,  by  their  children,  and  even  by  others  in  the  commu- 
nities in  which  they  are  removed." 

The  day  concluded  with  the  final  panel  "Re-envisioning  the  Media 
and  the  Rule  of  Law"  comprising  Bruce  Miller  and  Julie  Steiner  from 
our  own  faculty  and  Akilah  Folami,  Associate  Professor  of  Law  at 
Hofstra  Law  School.

Where  are  they  now? 

After  completing  law  school,  Professor  Jodie 
Roure  '97  earned  her  Ph.D.  in  Intercultural  Studies 
and  International  Human  Rights  at  the  University  at 
Buffalo,  SUNY,  where  she  was  awarded  the  Arturo 
Alfonso  Schomburg  Fellowship.  She  currently  is 
an  Associate  Professor  in  the  Department  of  Latin 
American  and  Latina/o  Studies  at  John  Jay  Col- 
lege, City  University  of  New  York,  and  the  Director 
and  Project  Investigator  of  the  John  Jay  College 
Ranald  H.  Brown  Law  School  Prep  Program  at  St. 
John's  University  School  of  Law  where  she  is  work- 
ing with  her  former  Western  New  England  profes- 
sor, Leonard  M.  Baynes. 

What  courses  do  you  teach? 

"As  an  Associate  Professor,  I  teach  and  conduct 
extensive  research  in  the  area  of  human  rights  includ- 
ing violence  against  women  in  Brazil,  Puerto  Rico, 
Dominican  Republic,  Cuba,  and  the  United  States. 

What  made  you  interested  in  this  field  of  study? 

"My  parents  were  community  activists  and  I  was 
always  exposed  to  social  justice  issues  or  should  I 
say  social  injustice  and  inequality.  In  law  school, 
I  knew  I  wanted  to  change  public  policy  in  the  areas 
of  education  and  gender,  but  more  importantly,  I  felt 
the  need  to  educate.  I  took  courses  taught  by  Profes- 
sors Miller  and  Wolf  and  was  inspired  to  learn  more 
about  human  rights  on  an  international  level.  During 
my  second  summer  I  was  awarded  a  scholarship  to 
study  International  Human  Rights  Law  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Costa  Rica  School  of  Law.  It  changed  my  life 
forever!  Upon  my  return  to  Western  New  England,  I 
participated  in  an  independent  study  with  Professor 
Binder  and  wrote  a  paper  on  environmental  issues 
in  Puerto  Rico.  This  confirmed  my  desire  to  write 
and  expand  my  education." 

Did  having  the  experience  of  completing  law  school 
make  your  Ph.D.  program  more  manageable? 

"I  believe  both  the  J.D.  and  Ph.D.  programs  are 
extremely  challenging.
